The fantaftic re- 
partees which Hamlet ufes during his aflumed frenzy were ut- 
tered with peculiar addrefs and dexterity. “* Man delights not 
‘6 me,~-nor woman neither,” &e. was delivered, not in the ufual 
manner, but in the manner in which Shakefpear furely underftood 
it. But, tocriticife a performer of Hamlet minutely, would 
involve alfo a particular criticifm of the Tragedy irfelf—a 
fertile fubject ! much more fo than the bounds of a newfpaper 
would admit. Suffice it to fay, thar Mr Henderfon’s perfor- 
mance of this part was in the firlt rate ftile of acting, and af- 
forded an agreeable prefage of what we may expect from the 
future entertainment he és to furnith, He has paid us a vifie 
ata very trying feafon.
